H O W TO GAIN A CORRECT POISE 


l l i e best way to obtain the proper 
poise is to stand with the face against 
the wall.

TO T E L L LINEN FROM 
COITON. 


It often happens that woolen goods 
will be doctored with cotton. 
To dl«- 
ouv^r thi$ ther« ar« severa! testa that 


can be made. 
One is the match test. 
By applying 
a lighted 
match to a 
sample of the goods, the manner In 
which It burns will bo evidence of its 
genuineness. 


Wool will burn slowly, while cotton 
will go like n train 
of 
gunpowder. 
Another test Is to unravel the threads 
and the cotton can then easily be de- 
tected. 


To the experienced buj-er the "feel" 
of linen Is a sufficient indication of 
the quality, but for those who lack this 
knowledge there is an old-fashioned 
test which our 
grandmothers 
used 
which is unfailing to show if there is 
cotton in the wool. 
Dampen the finger 
and apply to the surface of the linen 
fabric. 
If the moisture is seen on the 
other side you may know at once it is 
linen. If it is slow in votnlng 
through, 
without doubt there is an admixture 
of cotton. 
Another method Is to tm- 
ravel the threads, as in the wool test. 


S H E L L CANDLE 
SHADES. 


Almost everybody knows, and 
has 
periodically 
gathered from youth 
to 
old age, the pretty little yellow shells 
scattered so abundantly through 
the 
seashore's 
sand. 
Scientiiicaliy, 
or, 
rather, by the conchologist, they are 
referred to as "jingle" shells, and com- 
monly 
dubbed the '^daintiest," 
"the 
dearest" and "most desired" 
of 
all 
among an upheaval of baby clam shells, 
mussels, 
snails, 
cockles 
and 
other 
beach sand life. 
They are not, how- 
ever uniformly yellow. 
Their 
tints 
are often opalescent, in varied tones 
of either shrimp pink or deep orange, 
or else they are found almost white, 
with pale yellow and green shadings. 
They, besides, are fortunate in retain- 
ing their lustre even after being car- 
ried away and given a good fresh wa- 
ter scrubbing. 


Among quite new uses to which these 
beautiful little shells are put Is that 
of making them up in candle shades. 


The foundation shade on which these 
shells are sewn is made of 
coarse, 
stiffened linen and has a narrow silk 
fringe 
around 
the 
bottom. 
This 
blends in with and considerably soft- 
ens the loose hanging 
shells 
which 
have been strung as a finish to the 
shade. 
While these linfn shades can 
be found 
without 
ditficulty, 
their 
usual color is white. 
The shells, how- 
ever, look best if made up over pale 
yellow, especially when the 
candle's 
light 
shines 
through 
them.—Kansas 
City Journal. 


MAKING A HOME. 


The principles which ought to gov- 
ern in the making of a home—meaning 
the material home, the house and its 
equipment 
and 
immediate 
environ- 
ment—should be clear in the mind of 
the home maker. 
But they are apt to 
be confused by circumstances requir- 
ing energy and Initiative to overcome, 
says Mrs. Henry Wade Rogers in The 
House Beautiful. 
These qualities are 
not always possessed, and less often 
exercised by the home maker. 
The in- 
telligent liousewife should demand that 
the house and its environment be iu 
perfect sanitary condition, and refuse 
to accept anything else. 
Landlords 
and builders would find It then 
to 
their advantage to meet the require- 
ment. 


Convenience Is a 
second 
principle 
very often overlooked in deciding on 
a home, and thereby, time, comfort 
and health are in a measure sacrificed. 
The endless duties to be performed in 
a house become, Avhen it is planned 
without due regard to the ease of do- 
ing the work, a tenfold burden. 


Simplicity is a third essention^ prin- 
ciple, and beauty Is a closely allied 
fourth. 
Either without the other is 
impossible, and a home lacking in one 
falls in both. 
Beware of the multi- 
plicity of things! 
This evil is the en- 
emy of simplicity and beauty, as it 1« 
of time and comfort. One of the great 
architects said, in talking with me re- 
cently about this dlfiiculty of accumu- 
lation of things in a home: 
"Pas» 
them on." 
It is a wise saying, truly. 
Some one needs them, and their going 
will be a double blessing. 
Pictures, 
books, bric-a-brac, 
furniture, 
which 
we have outgrown or can dd without 
to advantage, "Pass them on" to glad- 
den another home, and permit simplic- 
ity and beauty to abide in our home. 


The 
principles 
of 
simplicity 
and 
beauty need to be heeded as carefully 
in the house Itself as Its equipment and 
furnishing. Everything within or with- 
out the home departing from the lines 
of simplicity may well be tabooed as 
detracting from the real beauty essen- 
tial to the home of the people sensitiv« 
to the finer things of life. 
If health, 
convenience, simplicity and beauty are 
the guiding principles in the essentlala 
of a home, we cannot go very 
far 
astray on minor matter» relating to it.

General Stoes- 
sel, most stubborn in carrying out the 
1^111 of his sovereign, has seen the aa- 
vance of the besieging army gain in 
momentum and energy until to hold 
out Iciger would havo been a crime 
againrt humanity. The conditions of 
the surrender are not yet known^ but 
in all quarters it is anticipated^ that 
they are such an as honorable soldier 
may accept from a brave and victor­ 
ious enemy. 
The authorities at S t Petersburg in 
the absence of direct oilicial news from 
General Stoessel that Port Arthur has 
surrendered, have not permitted the 
news to become public. 
Toldo was the scene of rejoicing, 
people of all ranks finding in the out­ 
come compensation for all the sacri­ 
fice of life and money that was entail­ 
ed in the ten months siege. 
To what extent the fall of Port Ar­ 
thur will make for a restoration ol 
peace is an open question.

The spirit of the 
Russians may be judged by the state­ 
ment of the secretary of the embassy 
at London that the campaign will be 
renewed with fresh vigor in the spring 
and that the nation will not be con­ 
tent to permit Port Arthur to remain 
in the^ hands of the Japanese.

Russian Officer Tells of Awful Horror 
at Fortress. 
Chefoo. Jan. 3.—This morning three 
Russian torpedo launches from 
Port 
.Arthur arrived here. There are seven 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers in 
the harbor. 
Bosidcs tbe six vessels here, it i^ 
learned that the torpedo boat destroy­ 
ers Smirll and Boiki and a transport 
left Port Arthur Sunday nightfl the lat­ 
ter carrying 800 wounded soldiers, and. 
^ according to a dispatch from Tsingtau, 
’ suceeded In reaching that porj.^ 
It is now believed that there will be 
no trouble, as the Russians are seem­ 
ingly sincere in the disarmament of 
thoir destroyers. 
‘ 
The Russian officers hay.e a* single 
word for what the fortress hits been 
for the past five days, during which 
the Japanese have bombarded and as­ 
saulted it ceaselessly night and day. 
They use the word profanely and con­ 
vincingly, declaring that the horrors 
witnessed were beyond description. 
There was not a single spot in the 
town which was safe from shrapnel. 
Many of the hospitals were hit, and 
the wounded refused to stay in them. 
Some lay in the streets on heai‘s of 
wreckage, exposed to the bitterly cold 
weather, and some staggered back to 
the front, defying the Japanese till 
taken prisoners or death came merci­ 
fully to end their sufferings. 
There 
were five days and nights of this state 
of aitairs. 
“Our plight Sunday night,'' said Cap­ 
tain Kartzow, commander of the tor­ 
pedo boat destroyer Vlastnl, “looked 
like the last. There was no ^topping 
the Japanese, v^rho died in droves and 
fought with the last instinctive twitcn 
of the nerves, with eyes fixed on the 
Liaoti Mountain. Stoessel had killed 
a Jaiianpse armj^ and exhausted his 
ammunition. They became more furi­ 
ous and fateful than ever. So the white 
flag went up." 
Continuing, Captain Kartzow said: 
“Port Arthur falls of exhaustion— 
exhaustion not only of ammunition, 
but of men. The remnant of the gar­ 
rison left had been doing the work 
of heroes for five days and five nighü?, 
but Sunday they reached the limit of 
human endurance. 
“In the casemates of the forts one 
saw everywhere faces black with star­ 
vation, exhaustion and nerve strain. 
You spoke to them, but they did not 
give answer, only staring dumbly. 
“The lack of ammunition alone 
v/^ould not have suggested the asking 
of terms, Scant ammunition had long 
been common in the fortress during the 
past month, and many of the forts 
had nothing with which to return the 
fire of the enemy. 
“The Russians sat in the casemates 
firing not more than once to the 200 
shots sent by the Japanese. When the 
assault came they repulsed the enemy 
with bayonets. 
But the men them­ 
selves, having existed for three months ‘ 
on reduced rations, were so worn that 
it is marvelous they stood the final 
strain so long. 
“Sunday 
night 
General 
Stoessel 
would still fight. 
His wound, which 
was received early in the siege, had 
been bothering him, but his determi' 
nation to figlit while one man st(X)d 
had not been diminished. 
‘But we cannot fight,* said his gen- 
erais. 'Our men canont me /e. 
They 
sleep standing. They cannot see the 
bayonets at their breasts. 
We can 
order, but they cannot obey.' 
“ ‘Then 
you 
generals 
fight,* ¿aid 
Stoessel, clenching his fists. 
“He seemed fanatical on the sub­ 
ject, but finally he was brought to see 
reason by the insistence of his subor­ 
dinates. 
Admirals 
Lochinsky 
and 
WJren, Generals SrnjTnoff and Fock 
and 
many others, 
sometimes 
with 
broken voices, urged the step which 
all dreaded so long. 
“I am sure Port Arthur would have 
sought terms a month ago had it not 
been for General Stoessel, who with 
bulldog 
tenacity steadily refiujed lo 
permit such action to be taken, 
lie 
had told his emperor that he v,rould 
rever surrender, and he meant lo keep 
hiB word. 
“Tho greatest loss suffered by Port 
Arthur .occurred a fortnight ago, when 
Major 
General 
Kondratenko 
was 
killed. Ofilcers and men alike regard^^'d 
him as the brightest star ig Port Ar­ 
thur'« firmament. When his death be­ 
came known the fall in th/? spirits of 
tix» soldier« was plainly visible. 
“Gancral JCondratenka waj» Eeateé in 


the Cv'isohT..'0 17i a cortain fori cilscus- 
sing with seven other officers the host 
way of countermining against the 
Japanese, when an 11-Inch shell burst, 
killing everybody in the casemate. 
“General Nogi has taken Port Ar­ 
thur with his artillery and his tunnela. 
His rifle bullets wore seldom found to 
be of any use, 
“We constantly endured a bombard­ 
ment fiercer than any in history, Tho 
Japanese perennially assaulted, and 
then, if repulsed, they calmly resumed 
their bombardments. 
“It is a simple story. Had the am­ 
munition hold out the fortress would 
have held out indefinitely. For many 
months w^e held Port Arthur by bayo­ 
nets alone, until flesh and blood could 
do no more. When a man fell there 
was none other to replace him. Thus 
the garrison was gradually worn down. 
Two Hundred and Three-Meter Hill 
alone cost us 5000 men. The capture of 
that hill was the beginning of tho 
end. The Japanese artillery was excel­ 
lently served. They had 400 guns bear­ 
ing on 203-Metro Hill. They advanced 
their trenches while the artillery was 
shelling 
the 
Russians out with a 
shower of metal and then occupied the 
Russian positions. 
“In personal combat the Japanese 
were greatly Inferior to the Musco­ 
vites. One Russian could take care of 
three Japanese in a bayonet fight, and 
some of our soldiers 
have 
records 
vastly higher than that. The Japanese 
are good, brave soldiers, although 1 
have little liking for them. 
“It cost the Japanese 80.000 men to 
take the fortress, while some say they 
have lost over 100,000. The number of 
our own dead is not known, oven to 
the high officers. 
“Tho fighting since August has been 
merciless. 
When Rlhlung Mountain 
was taken 500 men occupying a case­ 
mate were 
not 
able to emerge, so 
quickly came the rush of the Japanese. 
The Russians tried to emerge by the 
use of their bayonets in the face of 
machine gun fire. 
Thus every man 
died—trying to resist machine guns 
with bayonets alone. The Japanese did 
not give them a chance to become pris­ 
oners. but the men would have pre­ 
ferred death anyway. 
“Realize this end! 
Picture a fort 
strewn with shells, and you have a 
picture of the end of Port Arthur.*' 


T H E NEWS K E P T FROM RUSSIA 


Public Entirely Unprepared For News 
of Surrender. 
St. Petersburg, Jan. 3.—Wliile there 
is no longer any doubt in oflicial cir­ 
cles that the fate of Port Arthur has 
bepn decided and General Stoessers 
long and gallant defence ended, news 
of the $urrender has not yet been al­ 
lowed-to reach the public. The gov­ 
ernment is iollowing the dictates of 
its own judgment in this course; but 
the public so far is entirely unprepar­ 
ed for news which must prove a ser­ 
ious blow when it comes. 
It has been learned that the last 
telegram sent by Emperor Nicholas to 
General Stoessel vested the command­ 
er of the Port Arthur forces with dis­ 
cretionary powers, and urged him to 
exercise them rather than allow tho 
dei’ence to go to the last ditch. This 
may account for the apparently brief 
time required to conclude the negotia­ 
tions between the Russian and Japan­ 
ese commanders, no time having been 
occupied In communicating with Em­ 
peror Nicholas. 
It Is equally certain 
that General Stoessel did not sur­ 
render without previous authorization. 
In diplomatic circles where there is 
every reason to believe there is the 
best information regarding the* plana 
of the Japanese it is stated that the 
fall of Port Arthur will be promptly 
followed by an offer of peace from 
Japan. It is understood that a strong 
effort will be made to have the offer 
come through President Roosevelt. It 
is even suggested 
that 
the terms 
might include an arrangement which 
would give Russia an outlet through 
the Persian Gulf, 
ihere is, however, 
no’ indication as to whether an effort 
to induce 
President Roosevelt to 
move In the matter would be likely 
to succeed. It certainly Is regarded as 
unlikely that such a suggestion should 
come through the United States un* 
less the pi^Hsident has the strongest 
previous intimation that it would be 
favorably considered by the Russlam 
government. 
It may be added thap 
while it is known that Emperor Nichpr 
las from the beginning regarded thej 
war with great abhorronee, there is 
nothing yet to indicate that his gov­ 
ernment intends to recede from the 
program of fi^^htlng to a finish, whifh 
has repeatedly been aniaounced.

fur rubbed 
lightly. 


When cleaned, if it can be dried out- 
docrs in Avind an'I cunshlne, it AA'ill 
look like neAA\ 


But don't muko the mistake of trying 
to clean AA'hite fur beaver hats 
this 
Avaj\ 
They can only be freshened by 
a dry cleaning process, and then not 
perfectly. 
Mouse colored beavers to 
match velvet moleskin coats are beau- 
tiful, and so are the other shades and 
all the different tones of broAvn that 
are so very fashionable. 


And brown is the color for small 
children 
this 
year. 
The 
Gainsbor* 
ough hats and Victorian bonnets are 
brown, and you can get all shades of 
brown stockings and boots and gloves, 
TJie prettiest broAvn fur for little folk» 
is clyed squirrel. 
It is not expensive 
and is very soft and babyish.

is received in a compressible bag.

HE man "was In a reminiscent 
mood. 
He was touched with 
gray, and his eventful life was 
lilled with strange happenings 
that afforded many an interesting tale 
to those he honored with his reflec­ 
tions and confldcnccs. 
We were seated in the sitting-room 
waiting for the call to dinner. 
The 
occasion was a family reunion, or, at 
least, a gathering of as many relatives 
•8 could be present. 
Ail the family 
news had been told and discussed, 
end a silence prevailed. 
It was then 
that the m.an of reminiscences related 
one of his many unusual experiences. 
“I do not believe much in justice,”

“The time was about twenty years 
¡ago, the place was the village near

heavy fall of snow had covered the 
roads, making them in some localities 
Impassable. 
Wo 
had 
finished 
our 
.week’s work and were preparing for 
Sunday. Chris Johnson, an illiterate 
German, who could not speak English, 
my farmhand, was told to go to the 
.Tillage, about a mile and a half away, 
for some supplies. 
He received two 
dollars from me and set forth on his 
errand. 
It was about half-past nine 
.when he left the house. 
“He trudged along the middle of the 
ioad, where travel had packed the 
snow so that walking was not very 
difficult. 
He caiTled an old cane, a 
keepsoke from his father. When some 
distance down the road he heard slolgl»- 
bells behind him, and side-stepped into 
deep snow for the vehicle to pass with­ 
out turning aside. As the sleigh drew 
ne«r Chris, the driver swerved the 
horse toward him, and befoi’e he was 
aware of danger, the fellow in the 
front snatched the cane from my man’s 
liand, grabbed him by the lapels of 
bis overcoat, and belabored him about 
the head. He was stunned as a result 
of the assault, and his assailants went 
through his pockets, taking the two 
dollars and a few cents which were 
therein. 
They also took bis hat and 
cane, and drove off, leaving him lying 
In the snow. 
Chris, however, got a 
good look at the wielder of the weap­ 
on. 
But It did not stand him In very 
good service, when it should have 
been of the greatest assistance In send­ 
ing the fellows to jail. 
“ily man soon recovered conscious­ 
ness sulllclently to grope 
his 
way 
home. 
He stumbled Into the house 
.with blood streaiuing down his face, 
tind with lumps on his head almost as 
big as one’s list. 
It was with some 
idltficuity that I got him to relate Just 
what had befallen him, 
He told me 
that the sleigh had large runners, and 
that the horse was white. 
That was 
• good clew, as I had noticed such 
a vehicle, containing three men bent on 
having a hilarious time, traveling about 
the vlclnltj' for the past three days, 
Moreover, 1 had recognized these men, 
and my suspicion was directed against 
them. But my man was positive that 
there were only two men engaged in 
the assault upon him. 
“Securing a revolver apiece, we went 
over the trail mado by the runners of 
the sleigh. 
They left a very wide 
track which we had no difficulty in 
loUowiof, 
.We saw wber« the men 


turned in,’ where the horse stopped, 
where the scuffle occurred, w^here one 
got out and went through my man’s 
clothes, where they threw his body, 
and where they continued their jour­ 
ney. 
We then returned home, when 
I cleansed Chris’s wounds and dressed 
his head, cautioning him to remain as 
silent as the Sphinx about the assault 
I promised to do what I could for him 
on the morrow. 
“Early on Sunday morning, a clear, 
crisp day, I began the search for In­ 
criminating clews. 
The trail was as 
fresh as though It had been just made. 
While half way to the village I met an 
old acquaintance, who facetiously com­ 
mented upon my being out so early. I 
told him the story of the assault, which 
brought from him the remark that he, 
too, had noticed the trail left by the 
wide runners of'tlie sleigh. We com­ 
pared notes and reached the conclusion 
tliat the two assailants were no less 
than the son of a nearby village hotel 
proprietor and the son of a local hos­ 
telry keeper.

My friend remarked In a casual way 
that the two men, mentioning them 
by name, appeared to be having a 
great time lately. 
The fellow replied 
affirmatively, and volunteered the in­ 
formation that they had dropped in on 
him last night and carried on some­ 
what. After an exchange of pleasant­ 
ries, which would leave no other im­ 
pression than that wo had only an 
ordinai’y Interest In the actions of the 
men who had become our quarry, we 
left the place and proceeded to another 
resort some distance off, which we 
knew to be, more or less, their head­ 
quarters. Entering, the usual friendly 
greetings W’ero exchanged with the 
proprietor and the others there. Abid­ 
ing the opportunitj’, I got mine host, 
with whom I was w'ell acquainted, 
aside, and I laughingly remarlced that 
tliat was a great game, to mention 
names, Wilson and Clark, had played 
last night. 
He started quickly, then 
smiled and slgnlflcantly said, ‘So you 
were In it, too, eh?' 
I replied, ‘Yes,' 
but I did not Inform him just how I 
Avas In it. I tlien said that tiie stolen 
cane was a highly prized keepsake 
from the victim’s father, and gave my 
hearc-r the impression that I would 
like to return It to tho owner, who, I 
had found, was a fann-hand. 
‘Say,* 
I said, la a confidential tone, ‘what 
did Clark do with the poor fellow’s 
hat and cane?’ The man hesitated a 
moment, then he replied, ‘Clark broke 
the stick in pieces and burned It with 
the hat in that stove yonder. 
I saw 
him do It just before he and Wilson 
left hex’6 last night.' 
Cautioning the 
man to secrecy, my friend and 1 soon 
started for home, and on the way 
thither Ave decided on a plan of ac­ 
tion. 
“We told Chris the result of our 
sleuthing trip, and persuaded him to 
accompany us to the 'Squire and swear 
out a warrant charging Wilson and 
Clark with highway robbery and with 
assault with Intent to kill, hoping that, 
by making the charge as strong as 
possible, we W'ould secure the punish­ 
ment of the accused men. We did not 
forget that their friends were all-pow­ 
erful 'jrouudaboutg. 
They urer« ar­ 


rested on the following day, and at 
a hearing the 'Squire set a date when 
the trial was to be held. In the mean- 
' time we made . out a perfect case 
against the men, and were confident 
that we could convict them. Alas, our 
faith in human nature and Justice was 
to be rudely shaken! 
“At last the day of the trial. 
My 
man was sure that he could Identify 
the person who assaulted him. 
My 
friend and I were Interested in the 
case only to get Justice for Chris, 
whoso confidence In us was almost 
child-lIke. 
We made tho mistake of 
not hiring a lawyer to look after the 
Interests of Chris. 'The accused were 
represented by well-known local law­ 
yers, their friends packed the court­ 
room, and even the 'Squire was a 
close friend of the prisoners’ families. 
Before the cUse was called, and while 
the accused men were within our sight, 
I got my man, unobserved by any one, 
to Identify the man who dealt him 
the Injuries. He made a perfect Iden­ 
tification, and my belief that the pris­ 
oners would be convicted was strength­ 
ened. 
The case "was called, the pre­ 
liminaries were gone tlirough, and 
then Chris was requested to identify 
the man who assaulted him.

Again 
he-sturveyed all present, and to my in- 
tenseastonisbmentpointed to a man who 
somewhat resembled the accused, and 
said, ‘There he Is!’ Clark then dropped 
the paper from his face. Chris threw 
bis hands up excitedly and exclaimed, 
‘My Got, I haf made mistake! 
It 'Is 
he!’ 
“Then the 'Squire took a hand In 
the proceedings. 
‘That won’t do,’ he 
said to Chris. 
‘You have upon your 
oath identified this man (pointing to 
the innocent stranger) as your assail­ 
ant. 
Now we shall see whether you 
have made a true identification.’ 
At 
this point my friend and myself, as 
being witnesses in the case, were or­ 
dered from the court-room. Not know­ 
ing the law then, and thinking that a 
trap had been set for my man, we 
refused to go. Whereupon the 'Squire 
gave orders to the constable that if we 
remained In the room during the hear­ 
ing he was to arrest us for contempt 
of court 
We decided to retire, but 
fully expected to be called as wit­ 
nesses. We left Chris, who could not 
understand English, to face a hostile 
crowd alone. An Interpreter was pro* 
vided, but he twisted the replies in the 
favor of the prisoners. 
The rulings 
of the ’Squire, too, were such that the 
evidence of my man was declared in­ 
competent. 
“Well, we had waited outside for 
an hour when Chris appeared with a 
very dejected countenance. 
‘Well,’ I 
said to him, ‘Is it our turn now?’ He 
shrugged his shoulders. 
‘It’s over. 
Made me sign paper know nothing 
who robbed me. 
Gave me $2.70, but

“My man, however, thought that my 
friend and I were in league with the 
others, and all that we did was for 
the purpose of clearing the men of 
the grave charges of highway robbery 
and assault with intent to kill. 
Our 
desire was to befriend Chris. He never 
had the. same faith In me, and very 
shortly loft my service. 
W'ilson be­ 
came a prosperous hostelry proprietor 
nearby. 
As for Clark, two months 
later he was appointed a constable by 
the ’Squire. A number of burglaries 
which aroused the neighborhood were 
proved to the satisfaction of a few 
citizens to have been committed by 
Clark during his rounds in the per­ 
formance of his duty. 
They knew, 
however, that his trial and conviction 
were Impossible, as his friends were 
all-powerful,

that 
iJersecution

WOMEN OF GENIUS. 
The history of learned ladies, with 
that of their works, is a subject which 
awaits the historian. There have been 
learned ladles In many ages; one would 
like to compare their learning with 
that of the scholars, their contempor­ 
aries. 
Here are a few—are their names 
familiar, and how many of our readers 
would pass an examination in their 
works—Hrotsvltha, the tenth century 
Terence; Teresa of Spain, Anne Marla 
Schurmann, Antoinette Bourlgnon of 
Flanders, La Mere Jeannue, Juana 
Inez de la Cruz—what about all these 
illustrious dames? 
Antoinette Bourlgnon indited twenty 
volumes with her own fair fingers; 
Anne Maria Schurmann wrote a philo­ 
sophical treatise proving that the fe­ 
male mind is as capable of learning 
and of science as that of the other 
sex. In these days who would take 
the trouble either to write or to read 
such a treatise? She fell Into mystic­ 
ism in her old age and had a strange 
passion for eating spiders, but every­ 
thing must be permitted to genius. 
Then there was Juana Inez de la 
Cruz. 
She interests one strangely, 
because she was a Mexican, and one 
has never before or since heard of any 
genius or learning coming from the 
quarter between California and Texas 
and the Torre del Fuego; it is a good, 
large tract of countrj% with a good 
many people, among whom there seems 
to be neitlier learning, nor science, 
nor art, nor genius. However, Juana 
showed tho way. 
While still quite 
.young she disputed with the scholars 
of Mexico on eqn.nl terms. She wrote 
poems In several quarto volumes. The 
critics seem agreed that the lady's 
verses are conspicuous for elegance, 
but are deficient in energy. 
As for La Mere Jeanne, she was a 
Venetian and not a poet, but the au­ 
thor of a new system, which she her­ 
self—no one knew the fact so well 
as herself*-declared to be inspired.

Women workers are invading every 
line of employment. The census of 
1900 makes returns for 303 separate 
occupations, and In only eight of these 
do women worlcers fail to appear. 
No one will be surprised that there 
are no women among the soldiers, sail­ 
ors and marines of the United States 
Government, yet there are 153 women 
employed as “boatmen” and sailors. 
Women have not Invaded the rank» 
of the city fire department, still not 
less than 870 women are returned in 
the same generjil class of “watchmen, 
policemen and detectives,” 
There are no women street car driv­ 
ers, though there are two women 
“motormeu” and thirteen women con­ 
ductors. 
Women have not taken up the em­ 
ployment of telegraph and telephone 
“linemen,” yet 22,550 of them are op­ 
erators for these companies. 
There are no women apprentices and 
helpers among the roofers and slaters, 
yet two women are returned as en­ 
gaged In these employments. 
No women are returned as helpers 
to steam boilermakers, but eight 
women work at this Industry as full 
mechanics. 
There are 193 women 
blacksmiths, 
571 
machinists, 
3370 
women workers in iron and steel, 890 
in brass and 1775 women workers In 
tin. 
Among unusual employments for 
women are 100 workers as “lumbermen 
and raftsmen,” 113 woodchoppers, 373 
sawmill employes, 904 “draymen” and 
teamsters, 232 undertakers, 143 stone­ 
cutters, 03 “quarrymen,” 63 whlte- 
washers, 11 well borers and 177 sta­ 
tionary engineers and firemen. 
Women are largely employed In the 
fish-curing business at Great Yarmouth 
and a great proportion of them come 
from Scotland. It has been computed 
that of 90,000 Scots who are engaged 
la the fishing industry, about a quarter 
aro women who spend some part of* 
tbelr time in tlia curing of iUb*

SHELL CANDLE SHADES. 
Almost everybody know's, and has 
periodically gathered from youth to 
old ago, the pretty little yellow shells 
scattered so abundantly through the 
seashore's 
sand. 
Scientiflcal’y, 
or, 
rather, by the conchologlst, they are 
referred to as “jingle” .shells, and com­ 
monly 
dubbed the “daintiest,” 
“the 
dearest” and “most desired” 
of 
all 
among an upheaval of baby clam shells, 
mussels, 
snails, cockies and other 
beach sand life. 
They are not, how'* 
ever uniformly yellow. 
Their tints 
are often opalescent, In varied tones 
of either shrimp pink or deep orange, 
or else they are found almost wiilte, 
with pale yellow and green shadings. 
They, besides, are fortxuiato in retain­ 
ing their lustre even after being car­ 
ried away and given a good fresh w^a- 
ter scrubbing. 
Among quite new uses to which these 
beautiful little shells are put is that 
of making them up in candle shades. 
The foundation shade on -which these 
shells are sew’n is made of coarse, 
stiffened linen and has a narrow silk 
fringe 
around 
the 
bottom. 
This 
blends in with and considerably soft­ 
ens the loose hanging 
shells 
w'hlch 
have been strung as a finish to the 
shade. 
While these linfn shades can 
be found 
•without 
difllculty, 
their 
usual color Is viiiite. The shells, liow- 
ever, look best if made up over pale 
yellow’, especially ■^vhen the candle’s 
light shines through them.—Kansas 
City Journal.

The endless duties to be performed In 
a house become, Avhen It Is planned 
without due regard to the ease of do­ 
ing the '^vork, a tenfold burden. 
Simplicity is a third cssention^ prin­ 
ciple, and beauty is a closely allied 
fourth. 
Either without the other is 
impossible, and a home lacking In one 
fails In both. 
Beware of the multi­ 
plicity of things! This evil Is the en- 
em,v of simplicity and beauty, as It I» 
of time and comfort. One of the great 
architects said, in talking with me re­ 
cently about this difllculty of accumu­ 
lation of things in a home: 
“Pass 
them on.” 
It is a ■wise saying, truly. 
Some one needs them, and their going 
will be a double blessing. 
Pictures, 
books, bric-a-brac, 
furniture, 
which 
we have outgrown or can d<f without 
to advantage, “Pass them on” to glad­ 
den another home, and permit simpllc« 
ity and beauty to abide In our home. 
The principles of simplicity and 
beauty need to be heeded as carefully 
in the house itself as Its equipment and 
furnishing. Everything within or with­ 
out the home departing from the lines 
of simplicity may ■well be tabooed as 
detracting from the real beauty essen­ 
tial to the home of the people sensitiva 
to the finer things of life. 
If health, 
convenience, simplicity and beauty are 
the guiding principles in the essentials 
of a home, '^ve cannot go very far 
astray on minor matters relating to It.

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Before the Academy

He finds that not 
only organic bodies, but even Inorganic 
for example, sulphide of calcium, cease 
to emit N-rays when under the action 
of the fumes of chloroform, ether, pro- 
tozide of nitrogeu, etc. 
In fact, the 
suppression of N-rays by anaesthetics 
iu vegetables and minerals is 
much 
alike. 


The study of great nebulae," like that 
of Orion, has been made easier since 
the use of short focus objectives for 
photograhplng 
the 
stars. 
M. Max 
Wolf shoAvs 
that 
the photographs 
bring out in a remarkabe way a fact 
that Hörschel had pointed out—that 
the great nebulae are surrounded by 
nearly empty spaces that form veri- 
table stellar deserts. 
M. AA'Olf finds 
that the empty space lies on only one 
side of the aiebulae, 
A few rare and 
brilliant stai's are to be seen, but all 
mailer ones seem to have been grouped 
round the nebula. The nebula of An- 
dromeda and the spiral nebulae do not 
follow the rule/ apparently forming 
another class. 


.LABOR WORLD. 


In a new apparatus for measuring 
the radio-activity of soils 
and mud, 
Elster and Geitel note the increase In 
the conductivity of a constant volume 
of air exposed in a metal cylinder to 
the action of the radio-active material. 
The indications are given by a modi- 
lied form of Exner's electroscope, iu 
which the leaves are insulated by 
amber and a dry atmosphere is pro- 
duced by metallic sonium. 
Measure- 
ments of the effect and decay of mud 
from the hot springs of Battaglia tend 
to show that its activity is due solely 
to radium. 
The same inA'estigators 
offer the theory that the conductivity 
of the atmosphere is largely or entirely 
due to a radio-active emanation from 
the earth's crust, and mention that the 
conductivity of tlie air of closed cellars 
and deep holes is often fifty times 
as great as that of normal air.

Provided little girls’ frocks are short 
and full and the skirts tilt up at the 
back ever so little, and the sleeves 
aud the belt are loose and “comfy,** 
there may be as many picture elTects 
as you like, and as much elaborate- 
ness as you can afford. 
Once, howi^ver, a girl has grown up 
to school estate, she must be plainly 
dressed. It’s only nursery babies, who 
are too young to think much about 
their a'lothes, or be much impressed 
by their prettiness, to whom velvet 
and lace and huge bonnets and flutter­ 
ing sashes arc allowed. 
And, incidentally, school girls havo 
never 
dressed 
more 
sensibly 
¿ind 
wholesomely. Shirt waists and tweed 
skirts, sweaters and felt liats, stout 
boots and loose gloves, red cheeks and 
bright eyes—here you have a picture 
of the modern young girl en route to 
school ready for basketball at noon and 
golf after hours. 
But if she were a small person, a 
kindergartner, or just a baby, she 
,AVould have in place of tho sweater a 
plush zibeline coat or one of moleskin 
velvet, made long and cut circular and 
trimmed with a rich lace collar and 
worn with ermine furs. 
And a Victorian bonnet, all of white 
tulle and liberty satin ribbons, with 
tufts of feather a-noddlng at one side, 
and under the flaring brim in front 
nestling down on the smooth locks—no 
curls for babies nowadays—two small 
nosegays of small pink rosebuds. 
Her muiT, huge, a big, soft fiat bar­ 
rel, you’ve seen the kind in her Johu 
Millais picture book of funny little 
Miss Penelope. 
Sometim3S she uses a 
smaller mulT, a crescent, moon-shaped 
thing trimmed with chenille to match. 
For very everyday wear, lovely as 
her bonnets are, they are a bit useless, 
for they fly about in the Avind, and 
brothers do things to them. 
So for 
playtimes she wears the pretty fur 
beaver sailors, in brown, or blue or 
tan to match Jier winter heavy coat. 
Little children do not wear fur coats, 
tippets and capes and muCis, of course, 
but an entire fur garment is far too 
heating for romping babies who are 
exercising 
violently 
every 
outdoor 
minute. This limitation does not nat­ 
urally apply to little folk^ who live in 
the country and take Jong cold winter 
rides. 
Coats are made for them of 
white astrakan, of Tibetan lamb and 
w hite‘caracul, but they are for driv­ 
ing only. 
These white furs, at a first glance, 
seem very expensive propositions, be­ 
cause they soil so easily, even when 
not used for romping and playing. But 
they can be easily cleaned by using a 
strong solution of borax water. 
The 
water must be hot and tbe cleaning 
speediLy done. 
Talce for a bowl of hot water two 
tablespoonfuls of pure borax: then 
with a sponge hastily sponge tho sur­ 
face of the short nap furs, letting 
them at once dry In the sun or by arti­ 
ficial heat. 
The long nap fur may 
have the hair dipped right in the borax 
water if you do it a little at a time, so 
• as not to soak the pelt. 
The skin it-* 
self dries slov/ly and is apt to rot if 
wet often, but no amount of wetting 
will injure the hair if it is dried at 
once and quickly. 
Furriers charge nearly the price of a 
fur ret for cleaning it in this very sim­ 
ple, inexpensive way. 
Three thln^^s should be remembered; 
that the sponge should never be used 
soaking wet, and that it should be 
swiftly applied and the fur rubbed 
lightly. 
When cleaned, if it can be dried out- 
docrs in wind ani. cunshlne, it will 
look like new. 
But don’t muko the mistake of trying 
to clean white fur beaver hats this 
They can only be freshened by 
a dry cleaning process, and then not 
perfectly. 
Mouse colored beavers to 
match velvet moleskin coats are beau­ 
tiful, and so are the other shades and 
all the different tones of brown that 
are so very fashionable. 
And brown is the color for small 
children 
this 
year. 
The 
Gainsbor­ 
ough hats and Victorian bonnets are 
brown, and you can get all shades of 
brown stockings and boots and gloves. 
The prettiest brown fur for little folk« 
ig dyed squirrel. 
It is not expensive 
and is very soft and babyish.

Robbery of Banks. 
Reports made to the recent con­ 
vention 
of 
the American 
Bankers* 
Association show 
that 
there 
were 
fifty successful bank burglaries in the 
United States and Canada during the 
year ended September 1 last. 
Our 
Western States lead in 
this 
record. 
Nine of these burglaries took place in 
Nebraska and six in Iowa—the two 
States having nearly one-third of the 
total number of successful bank burg­ 
laries placed' to their account. 
It is 
to the small towns of. the West that 
this somewhat old-fashioned crime is 
nov/ mainly confined. 
The small 
towns of the Eastern States have fre­ 
quent attempts at bank burglarly, but 
they are rarely successful, and the 
thieves hardly ever get away with 
their swag when they have succeeded 
in breaking into tho vaults. 
These 
Western States claim, however, that 
the new-fashioned method of robbing 
a bank from the inside is less pre­ 
valent there 
than 
in 
the 
East.— 
Springfield Republican.

Oxygen for Firemen. 
An experiment has recently been 
made in Paris with an ingenious ap­ 
paratus, invented by M. Guglieiminet- 
ti and ]\I. Draeger, by means of which 
it is possible to remain without fear 
of asphyxia in places where it would 
otherwise be impossible to breathe, 
says 
the 
English 
World’s 
Work. 
The apparatus is automatic that is it 
has no connection with the air out­ 
side. 
It is composed of a tube containing 
a provision of oxygon, sufficient to 
last a man for breathing purposes for 
more than an hour, and a helmet of 
aluminum fitting the head exactly by 
means of a 
pneumatic 
pad. 
The 
oxygen is supplied automatically to 
the man's mouth and the air exhaled 
is received in a compressible bag. 
It passes through 
a 
regenerator 
with granulated ciiustic potash, which 
absorbs all the 
corbanic 
acid. 
A 
fireman, provided with this apparat­ 
us. went down into a cellar in which 
piJes of damp straw had been lighted, 
and although there was suffocating 
smoko from this he remained in it 
for nearly three-quarters of an hour 
without being at all inconvenienced 
by it.

should not forgot that Iho dovclopniont 
oi modern navies has made cruising 
in fleets in war time a very different 
matter from what it was in Nelson's 
day. Then your battle squadron could 
cut loose and scour the seas for montlis 
and months without the need of re- 
turning to a dockj-ard or a machine 
shop. 
There was no necessity 
for 
docking at regular intervals in order to 
maintain the otllciency of the ships, 
and as for repairs, there were few 
that the crews could not make at sea 
or to leoAvard of some sheltering island. 
Marryat's boldest cruisers sailed 
as 
well under jury masts as under their 
own 
spars, 
and 
their 
crews 
were 
trained to make good any injuries ex- 
cept the worst below the Avater line. 
If a ship stayed ailoat at all after a 
severe engagement, her captain count- 
ed on making some friendly port. 


With the modern flghting machines 
its a wholly dilferent story. 
Aside 
from that, a war fleet which is bound 
for a distant battle-ground must have 
auxiliary vessels and guard-boats not 
dreamed of in the days of Hull and 
Lawrence. 
Particularly is this 
the 
case when, like the Russian fleet, there 
is no certain base of operations near 
the scene of liostllities at which the 
ships can reflt. And the stringent in- 
ternational law as to coaling in a neu- 
tral harbor is a still greater obstacle 
to prompt progress. 
A ship may re- 
main in a neutral harbor long enough 
to take in sulUcient coal to steam to its 
nearest port. 
But, obviously, A'ladi- 
vostok is not the Russian harbor near- 
est to Vigo. 
Hence all the coal which 
Admiral Rojestvensky's ships will re- 
quire must be supplied by merchant 
vessels, either at sea, or outside the 
three-mile limit, unless direct trans- 
shipment should be permitted in some 
such harbor as Tangier. 
This morn- 
¡ng*s dispatches report that colliers are 
already expected at Manila to await 
orders where to join the fleet. Doubt- 
less there are dozens of colliers now 
making for ports all along Rojestven- 
sky's route to the Far East. Some idea 
of the amount of coal needed may be 
obtained from Admiral 
Sir Cypiian 
Bridge's 
estimate 
that 
the 
British 
China squadron needs in time of peace 
10,000 tons of coal for a period of four 
and a half months' leisurely cruising. 
The London Times thinks that each 
battleship will require between 5ULK) 
and GOOU tons to reach ito destination.

tainty as to the fleet's reaching Vladi- 
vostok and Port Arthur makes the 
KamcJiatka's presence all the 
more 
necessary. 
She is fltted with metal- 
turning and electro-technical machin- 
ei'y, with Wagrain smelting furnaces, 
a three-ton American hammer worked 
by compressed air, boring and cutting 
Instruments, 
two 
steam 
cranes—in 
short, is a floating factory manned by 
the best workmen from private yards. 
During the war with Spain, the repair 
boat Vulcan supplied thirty-one of our 
vessels with extra engine parts, ma- 
terial and tools, repaired 
twenty-six 
others, and made innumerable minor 
repairs of guns and their equipments. 
England also has a Vulcan in addition 
to a Hecla and an Assistance. 


According to the London Times, .one 
of Rojestvensky's numerous auxiliar- 
ies is a hospital ship. If he has any- 
thing like the number of torpedo boats 
and destroyers assigned to him, it is 
safe to say that he has at least one 
*'mother" ship from which they may 
draw supplies en route, 
A number of 
armed transports are also reported to 
be part of the Baltic fleet, If It in- 
cludes a distilling ship, it would not 
be surprising, as these vessels have 
won permanent places for themselves 
In several navies besides our own, in 
which the liainbow did good service. 
Rven if the Russians have not yet come

lessoned. 
If tho armored 
cruisers and battleships could QUt loose 
from all Impodimonta and steam to tho 
East at a uniform rate of fifteen knots 
for thirty dnys, their value M-ould bo 
enormously increased. 
This Rojost- 
vensky could not do oven if ho aban- 
doned his motley auxiliaries, because 
of the low speed of his battleships, lim« 
ited coal capacity, and the fear of ex- 
posing himself to torpedo-boat attacks 
without his scouts to guard him. Hence 
it is a fact that in those days of ocean 
flyers and speedy freighters the war 
fleet bound for distant seas has made, 
proportionately, a much smaller gain 
in mobility and speed than suggests 
itself when avc road of record trial 
trips of now cruisers or battleships.— 
Now York Post.

Doubt­ 
less there arc dozens of colliers noAV 
making for ports all along Rojestven­ 
sky’s route to the Far East. Some idea 
of the amount of coal needed may be 
obtained from Admiral Sir Cyprian 
Bridge’s 
estimate that the British 
China squadron needs in time of peace 
10,000 tons of coal for a period of four 
and a half months’ leisurely cruising. 
The London Times thinks that each

Jankin&on, of Phlladolphia, associate 
wiinsel with Herbert Noblo, of New 
"York, for the presenters, is said to be 
OQ his way to St Louis with a state- 
ment 
for 
Bishop Tuttle, presiding 
blihop of the Episcopal church, asking 
leave to withdraw 
the 
presentment 
ac^lnet Bishop Talbot and requesting 
permiBsion to make a new present- 
ment. The vestrymen of Huntingdon, 
Pa., whoee names appear on the pre- 
aantment, announced 
their intention 
of forwarding a formal statement to 
Dr. W. B. Bodine, chairman of the 
board of inquiry appointed by Bishop 
Tuttle, demanding the withdi*awal of 
•their signatures from the presentment 
on the ground that the signatures were 
procured through irregular methods. 


Attorney Noble returned here from 
New York and was closeted with Dr. 
Irvine, Attorney Jenklnson, the Rev. 
Benjamin I. Odell, the Rev. Dr. W. F. 
Noble, a brother of the senior counsel, 
^and other presenters. Later a pies- 
aenger was sent to the Pennsylvania 
Kailroad station, and he returned with 
« ticket for St. Louis, which was sei^t 
to the room

ferees. 


When the conference came to an end 
th« first man to leave the room was 
Dr. Irvine, He was Immediately sur-

General Stoes- 
sel, most stubborn in carrying out the 
vill of his sovereign, has seen the au- 
vanct of the besieging army gain in 
momrntum and energy until to hold 
out k i g e r would havo been a crime 
againrt humanity. 
The conditions of 
the surrender are not yet known^ but 
in all quarters it is anticipated^ that 
they are such an as honorable soldier 
may accept from a brave and victor- 
ious enemy. 


The authorities at S t Petersburg In 
the absence of direct official news from 
General Stoessel that Port Arthur has 
surrendered, have not permitted the 
news to become public. 


ToMo was the scene of rejoicing, 
people of all ranks finding in the out- 
come compensation for all the sacri- 
fice of life and money that was entail- 
ed in the ten months siege. 


To what extent the fall of Port Ar- 
thur will make for a restoration ol 
peace is an open question. 
The be- 
sieging army will now be free to go 
north where it will be an offset to the 
reinforcements 
General 
Kuropatkin 
has been receiving from Russia since 
the battle of Shakhe. The spirit of the 
Russians may be judged by the state- 
ment of the secretary of the embassy 
at London that the campaign will be 
renewed with fresh vigor in the spring 
and that the nation will not be con- 
tent to permit Port Arthur to remain 
in the^ hands of the Japanese. 


Both in Paris and in lx)ndon the 
opinion is that the squadron under 
Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky, 
which 
started from Libau for the Far East 
three months ago, will have to retrace 
Its way home, as adherence to the 
original plans would invite dlsnster 
without probability of effecting a junc- 
tion with the warships at present in 
the harbor of Vladivostok.

davits and fictitious persons, and that 
iu the furtherance of such conspiracy 
a A. D; Puter did on March 9, 1902, 
pay to. John H. Mitchell the sum of 
12000 to secure 
bis 
Influence 
with 
Binger Hermann, then commibsloner 
of the general land office at Wa^h- 
imgtoo. 


Terms of Surrender Accepted. 


Tokio, Jan. 3.—The 
Russian 
and 
Japanese commissioners apopinted to 
arrange the terms of the capitulation 
of the Russian forces at Port Arthnr 
signed the compact of surrender f^t 
9.45 o'clock last night. 
The text of 
General Nogl's telegram 
announcing 
the capitulation of the Russian forces 
is as follows: 


"The plenipotentiaries of both par- 
ties concluded their negotiations yen- 
terday at 4.30 o'clock. 
The Russian 
commissioners accepted on the whole 
the 'conditions stipulated by us and 
consented to capitulate. The document 
has been pr^^pared and signatures are 
now being aflfJxed. Simultaneously with 
the 
conclusion of negotiations both 
armies suspended hostilities. It is ex* 
pected that the Japanese army will 
enter the city of Port Arthur today." 


It in believed here that the Port Ar- 
thur 
garrison has received 
liberal 
terms. There is a general disposition 
to be magnanimous in view of the Har- 
rison's marvelous defense. The publli 
has not been informed of the result of 
the meeUng of the capitulation com- 
missioners. 


In milita'-y circles the opinion was 
expressed that the discussion covered 
only a few questions, Including allow- 
ing the garrison to march out carrying 
their arms, permitting the garrison to 
return to Russia With or without their 
oflflcers, and requiring their parole not 
to take any further part ih the war. 


It is possible that Japan will per- 
mit the entire garrison to return to 
Russia with arms upon giving their 
parole.

Describing the final scenes, the corre- 
spondent says: 


"The slackened fire at points in 
northern and eastern forts seemed to 
show that RuBbian ammunition was 
failing.

Great explosions around the furts 
proclaimed that the Russians were ex- 
ploding their magazines.

Russian Officer Tells of Awful Horror 


at Fortress, 


Chefoo, Jan. 3.—This morning three 
Russian torpedo launches from 
Port 
.Arthur arrived here. There are seven 
Japanese torpedo boat destroyers in 
the harbor. 


Besides the six vessels here, it is 
learned that the torpedo boat destroy- 
ers Smirli and Boiki and a transport 
left Port Arthnr Suuday nlghtfl the lat- 
ter carrying SOO wounded soldiers, and. 
according to a dispatch from Tsingtau, 
suceeded In reaching that porj. 


It is now believed that there will be 
no trouble, as the Russians are seem- 
ingly sincere in the disarmament of 
their destroyers. 
* 


The Russian officers hafje a* singlo 
word for what the fortress htts been 
for the past five days, during which 
the Japanese have bombarded and as- 
saulted it ceaselessly night and day. 
They use the word profanely and con- 
vincingly. declaring that the horrors 
witnessed were beyond description. 


There was not a single spot in the 
town which was safe from shrapnel. 
Many of the hospitals were hit, and 
the wounded refused to stay in them. 
Some lay in the streets on heaps of 
wreckage, exposed to the bitterly cold 
weather, and some staggered back to 
the front, defying the Japaneso till 
taken prisoners or death came merci- 
fully to end their .sufferings. 
There 
were five days and nights of this state 
of afTairs. 


"Our plight Sunday night," said Cap- 
tain Kartzow, commander of the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Vlastni, "looked 
like the last. There was no ^topping 
the Japanese, v/ho died in droves and 
fought with the last instinctive twltca 
of the nerves, with eyes fixed on the 
Llaoti Mountain, Stoessol had killed 
a Jananese army and exhausted his 
ammunition. They became more furi- 
ous and fateful than ever. So the white 
fiag went up." 
Continuing, Captain Kartzow said: 
"Port Arthur falls of exhaustion- 
exhaustion not only of ammunJtion, 
but of men. The remnant of the gar- 
rison left had been doing the work 
of heroes for five days and five nights, 
but Sunday they reached the limit of 
human endurance. 


"In the casemates of the forts one 
saw everywhere faces black with star- 
vation. exhaustion and nerve strain. 
You spoko to them, but they did not 
give answer, only staring dumbly. 


"The 
lack 
of 
ammunition 
alone 
v/ould not have suggested the asking 
of terms. Scant ammunition had long 
been common in the fortress during the 
past month, and many of the fort« 
had nothing with which to return the 
fire of the enemy. 


"The Russians sat In the casemates 
firing not more than once to the 200 
shots sent by the Japanese. Whfio the 
assault came they repulsed the enemy 
with bayonets. 
But the men them- 
selves, having existed for three months

"He seemed fanatical on the sub- 
ject. but finally he was brought to see 
reason by the insistence of his subor- 
dinates. 
Admirals 
Lochlnsky 
and

broken voices, urged the step which 
all dreaded so long. 


"I am sure Port Arthur would have 
sought terms a month ago had it not 
been for General Stoessel, who with 
bulldog 
tenacity steadily refuijed lo 
permit such action to be taken, 
lie 
had told his emperor that he v/ou!d 
rever surrender, and he meant lo keep 
his word. 


"The greatest loss suffered by Port 
Arthur .occurred a fortnight ago. when 
Major 
General 
Kondratenko 
was 
killed. Ofilcers and men alike regard^^d 
him as the brightest star ig Port Ar- 
thur's firmament. When his death be- 
caoie known the fall In th/» spirits of 
the soldiers was plainly visible.

"General Nogl has taken Port Ar- 
thur with his artillery and his tunnels. 
His rifle bullets were seldom found to 
bo of any use, 


"We constantly endured a bombard- 
ment fierccr than any in history. The 
Japanese 
poronnlaily assaulted, 
and 
then, if repulsed, they calmly resumed 
their bombardments, 


"It Is a simple story. Had the am- 
munition held out the fortress would 
havo held out indefinitely. For many 
months we hold Port Arthur by bayo- 
nets alone, until flesh and blood could 
do no more. When a man fell there 
was none other to replace hlra. Thus 
the garrison was gradually worn down. 
Two Hundred and Threo-Metor Hill 
alone cost us 5000 men. The capture of 
that hill was the beginning of the 
end. The Japanese artillery was excel- 
lently served. They had 400 guns bear- 
ing on 203-Metro Hill. They advanced 
their trenches while the artillery was 
shelling 
the 
Russians out with a 
shower of metal and then occupied the 
Russian positions. 


"In personal combat the Japanese 
were greatly inferior to the Musco- 
vites. One Russian could take care of 
three Japanese In a bayonet fight, and 
some of our soldiers 
have 
records 
vastly higher than that. The Japanese 
are good, brave soldiers, although I 
have little liking for them. 


"It cost the Japanese 80.000 men to 
take the fortress, while some say they 
have lost over 100,000. The number of 
our own dead is not known, even to 
the high ofllcers. 


"The fighting since August has been 
merciless. 
When Rihlung Mountain 
was taken 500 men occupying a case- 
mate were 
not 
able to emerge, so 
quickly came the rush of the Japanese. 
The Russians tried to emerge by the 
use of their bayonets in the face of 
machine gun 
fire. 
Thus every man 
died—trying to resist 
machine 
guns 
with bayonets alone. The Japanese did 
not give them a chance to become pris- 
oners, but the men would have pre- 
ferred death anyway. 


"Realize this end! 
Picture a fort 
strewn with shells, and you have a 
picture of the end of Port Arthur."

Public Entirely Unprepared For News 


of Surrender, 


St. Petersburg, Jan. 3,—Wliile there 
is no longer any doubt in ofilcial cir- 
cles that the fate of Port Arthur has 
bepu decided and General Stoessel's 
long and gallant defence ended, news 
of the surrender has not yot been al- 
lowed-to reach the public. 
Tho gov- 
ernment is following the dictates of 
its own judgment In this course; but 
the public so far Is entirely unprepar- 
ed for news which must prove a ser- 
ious blow when it comes. 


It has been learned that the last 
telegram sent by Emperor Nicholas to 
General Stoessel vested the command- 
er of the Port Arthur forces with dis- 
cretionary powers, and urged him to 
exercise them rather than allow the 
defence to go to the last ditch. 
This 
may account for the apparently brief 
time required to conclude the negotia- 
tions between the Russian and Japan- 
ese commanders, no time having been 
occupied In communicating with Em- 
peror Nicholas, 
It is equally certain 
that General Stoessel did not 
sur- 
render without previous authorization. 


In diplomatic circles where there Is 
every reason to believe there is the 
best information regarding the- plana 
of the Japanese it is stated that the 
fall of Port Arthur will be promptly 
followed by an offer of peace from 
Japan, 
It is understood that a strong 
efiort will be made to have the offer 
come through President Roosevelt. It 
Is even suggested 
that 
the terms 
might include an arrangement which 
would give Russia an outlet through 
the Persian Gulf, 
ihere is, however, 
no- Indication as to whether an effort 
to 
induce 
President 
Roosevelt 
to 
move Jn the matter would be likely 
to succeed, It certainly Is regarded as 
unlikely that such a suggestion should 
come through the United States un- 
less the pi'fisident has the strongest 
previous intimation that It would be 
favorably considered by the Russia« 
government. 
It 
may be added thaf 
while it is known that Emperor NlchQr 
las from the beginning regarded the 
war with great abhorrence, there is 
nothing yet to indicate that his gov- 
ernment intends to recede from the 
program of fighting to a finish, whl^h 
has repeatedly been aazaounced.
